The cau.M of this unfortunate state of 


affairs lies with (ho members of Congress 
who throw every conceivable obstacle in 
the way of the civil servico because they 
want to koep in their own hands the con- 
trol of the offices. They wish the 1'reai. 
dent to appoint on their recommendations 
tad not on the recomnicudatioun of any 
examining board. They want to use their 
influence at Washington in such ft way as to 
wcure their reelection at homo. They wnut 
the offices in their districts used for their 
penonal advantage and not for the advan- 
tage of the country at largo. 


The examining boards are not what Iho 


country wants. 
Even if thoy did their duty 


well and unimpeded bypoliticians they could 
only do a part of the work of reform. • It is 
not enough that the civil servants bo tip- 
pointed independently of political influence. 
They must retain their offices with the same 
independence. The office holders must feel

Under the present system it is the intor- 


wt of all government officers to support the 
party in power even to the extent, if ueccs- 
•ary, of defeating'the popular will. Not only 
do they know full well that if the opposite 
party comes into power they go out of of- 
fice, but oven if this does not happen, they 
are in constant danger of losing their places 
because they are not sufficiently active in 
behalf of the party that appointed them. 


The men, therefore, whose salaries are 


paid by citizens of both parties, nre obliged, 
in many cases, to use all thoir influence and 
• part of their salary to defeat the objects 
and aims of a largo portion of the voters and 
Ux payers of the country. 
The party that 


ia out of office has the satisfaction of know- 
ing that the very taxes its members pay are 
employed to keep its opponents iu power. 


Nor is this the worst. Men who are ap- 


pointed to offices which they must pay and 
work for, which they aro likely to lose nl 
any moment, naturally seek to reimburse 
themselves in aomo manner, imd this condi- 
tion of things is tha fruitful source of^the 
frauds, and corruptions and defalcations 
that threatened to disgrace the couutrj'. 
What kind of men can bo expected to lake 
offices, to obtain which, they must pay an 
assessment on their salaries, aiid to retain 
which, they must become political ' ''work- 
ers" ? 


The offensive practice of making assess- 


ments for political purposes, though often 
condemned has hitherto been unpunished, 
and for that reason it is still repeated, now 
in New York, now in St. Louis, now Home- 
where else. 
It is generally denied, or "ex- 


plained," but seldom has any one tho nudac- 
ity to defend it. 
Yet such men there aro. 


Harper's Weekly quotes a former collector 
of New York as saying iu reply to a remon- 
strance against the extortion of money from 
poorly paid clerks, that there were fifty men 
just as capable as the clerks who stood ready 
to take their places with ten times as heavy 
fin incumbranco as the modest two per cent. 
tax. And so our civil offices nre for sale : 
those who oeclino to pay the price must 
stand back 1 


And here conies the Troy Times advocat- 


ing in the most shameless manner the Bale 
of office to the highest bidder. There can 
be no plainer or more unblushing advocacy 
of venality and corruption than this para- 
graph from that paper. 


"It is no doubt true that tho post-office 


employes in New York have been asked (o 
aid in defraying the expenses of the election 
to some extent, on the Republican side. 
Probably, also, the custom house 
officers 


have been epplied to. We certainly hope 
they have. It is the most natural thing con- 
ceivable that they should be. 
They are 


holding good places under a Republican 
administration, from which they would 
>pe«dily be ousted should the Democrats 
gat into power, and it is right that they 
should not only feel an interest in the con- 
tinued ascendency of Republicanism, but 
exhibit it in a^ubstautial manner. 
If there 


are any of them who can not afford to con- 
tribute toward the success of the party, even 
in a state electio nnot immediately affecting 
the stability of tlioir nfflp.ial tejiijr*f then 
they ought to resign snd go into KOino busi- 
ness of a private nature, and give plnco to 
others who can make a little money go 
further.

T 
proceed thus, putting m alterunto layers of 
salt and meat, until the barrel is full. 
Tho 


meat is uow left in the dry salt until my 
hams and shoulders havn remained in their 
brine long enough, say threo or four weeks. 
Then, when they are taken out to be smoked, 
I take the briuo which they have been .soaked 
in, and boil it find skim it. 
And as soon as 


cold this is poured into the barvelsof pickled 
pork, and a weight put on the meat to koop 
all the pieces under the brine.
